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Participation in the labour force varied according to The diagram above illustrates the unemployment rate for persons with different 
educational! attainment—76.4 per cent of persons with educational qualifications over the period February 1979 to February 1984. 


post school qualifications were in the labour force 
compared with 56.2 per cent of persons without post 
school qualifications. 


3,007,000 persons in the labour force (42.3 per cent) had a post school qualification. 930,100 persons not in the labour 
force (21.2 per cent) had a post school qualification. Of these persons, 532,900 (57.3 per cent) were females with trade or 
technical level qualifications. 


The average duration of unemployment for unemployed persons with post school qualifications was 30.9 weeks 
compared with 48.1 weeks for unemployed persons without post school qualifications. 





EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


In association with the February 1984 labour force 
survey conducted throughout Australia, persons aged 
fifteen years and over were asked about their highest 
educational qualifications. For persons with post-school 
qualifications, the information sought includes field of 
study, and for those who did not complete their schooling, 
it includes the age at which they left school. 


2. Duringthetwo weeks beginning Monday 6 February, 
1984, specially trained interviewers asked the questions 
of asub-sample of 52,000 of the 72,000 respondents in the 
February labour force survey. 


3. Results of similar surveys, the first conducted in 
February 1979 have been published in Labour Force 
Status and Educational Attainment, Australia (6235.0). 


4. This publication contains only a summary of the 
results of the survey. Estimates shown are preliminary 
and may be revised. Further information which will be 
published as soon as possible is available on request. 


Scope 
5. The survey includes all civilians aged fifteen years 
and over except: 


(a) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas govern- 
ments, customarily excluded from census and 
estimated populations; 


(b) overseas residents in Australia; 


(c) dependants of non-Australian defence forces 
personnel stationed in Australia; 


(d) students boarding at school, some patients in 
hospitals and sanatoria and inmates of jails, 
reformatories etc. 


Definitions 


6. Definitions of the principal labour force categories 
appearing in this publication are given in 7he Labour 
Force, Australia (6203.0), but it should be noted that 
there are slight differences in the estimates for labour 
force categories shown in these publications. This is due 
to the different sizes of the samples used and the inability 
to obtain from a small number of persons the additional 
information required for the educational qualifications 
survey. Although the estimation procedures take account 
of these factors, estimates for some characteristics will be 
affected. 


7. Persons with a post-school qualification are those 
who had left school and answer ‘Yes’ to the question: 
‘Since leaving school have you obtained a certificate, 
diploma, degree or any other qualification?’ 


8. Classification of post-school qualifications. Respon- 
dents indicate which one of the following groups best 
describes their highest qualification: 


(a) Degree or equivalent: a bachelor degree (in- 
cluding honours), a graduate or post-graduate 
diploma, masters degree or a doctorate; 


(b) Trade, technical: completion of an approved 
trade/technician apprenticeship or training 
course, other certificate or diploma in secretarial 
or business studies, administration, teaching, 
nursing, etc.; 


(c) Other: completion of other post-secondary 
education e.g. adult education, preparatory/ 
bridging course or hobby course. 


9. Highest level ofsecondary school available refers to 
the highest level of secondary schooling (or equivalent) 
offered by the education system at the time the respondent 
left school. 


10. Stillat school. Current school attendance is recorded 
only for persons aged fifteen to twenty years. 


Population benchmarks 

[1. Following the change in official population estimates 
to a place of usual residence basis after the 1981 Census, 
the population benchmarks used in this survey are 
compiled according to place of usual residence. For an 
explanation of the new conceptual basis of population 
estimates see The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) 


12. The change from 1976 Population Census based 
benchmarks to 1981 Population Census based bench- 
marks has had little effect on the movement in the 
estimates between the February 1983 and February 1984 
surveys. 


Comparability of the estimates 


13. Educational attainment of persons notin the labour 
force is not available for the February 1979, 1980 and 
1981 surveys which only covered persons in the labour 
force. 


14. Estimates in this series are not strictly comparable 
with those from the population censuses due to differences 
in questions and coding methodology. 


Reliability of the estimates 


15. Estimates in this publication are subject to two 
sources of error: 


(a) sampling error: since the estimates are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample 
of dwellings they are subject to sampling vari- 
ability; that is they may differ from the figures 
that would have been produced if all dwellings 
had been included in the survey. One measure of 
the likely difference is given by the standard 
error. More information about this topic will be 
found in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 
A table of estimated standard errors for this 
survey follows these notes. Estimates with a 
standard error of more than about 25 per cent 
have not been shown in this publication, as the 
degree of sampling variability would seriously 
detract from their value for most reasonable 
uses. Although figures for these small com- 
ponents can, in some cases, be derived by 
subtraction they should not be regarded as 
reliable. 


(b) Non-sampling error: inaccuracies may occur 
because of imperfections in reporting by inter- 
viewers and respondents and errors made in the 
coding and processing of data. These inaccuracies 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a 
full count or a sample. Every effort is made to 
reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum by 
careful design of questionnaires, intensive train- 
ing and supervision of interviewers and efficient 
operating procedures.
